Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Per Northern Pacific Railway). 

Montreal, Oct. 30. — The traffic re- 
ceipts of the Grand Trunk Railway for 
last week amounted to §305,790, as 
against §125, 402 in the corresponding 
period last year*, allowing a decrease of 
S59, G12, of which §32,809 is in pas- 
senger traffic, §1,310 in mails and ex- 
press; nliil §25,337 in freight. The ag 
gregate for seventeen weeks was $5,- 
979,850, against' §0,509,1-18 for the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Belleville, Oct. 30. — An embez- 
zlement [fas come to light in tho Mer- 
chants' Bank here. A few days ago, It. 
Yarwood, toller, and W. W, Scott, 
book-keeper, obtained leave of absence 
and failed to return, but as their books 
were supposed to be correct no suspi- 
cions were entertained. Later develop- 
ments show that they have stolen large 
sums, of which no estimate can be 
made as yet, but they aggregate at least 
§10,000. The inspectors of the bank 
arc examining tho books, and detectives 
have been employed to trace tlio ab- 
sconders. It is supposed that they have 
gone to the .States. 

Toronto, Oct. 31.— A bylaw for 
borrowing 200,000 to provide for the 
erection of the new city hall, was de- 
feated to-day _by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

London, Oct. 30.— Tho ease of 
Queen v. (Jeorge Digrnan, manslaught- 
er, resumed at the Assize Court bore 
I bis morning. The prisoner was a clerk 
in Meek's drug store at Mount Brydg- 
es. Tho contents of the stomachs of 
the children wore analyzed Ly Prof. 
Ellis, of Toronto, and strychnine, 
found. A portion of the medicine sup- 
plied by tho prisoner, was also pro- 
nounced to bis strychnine. The medical 
Witnesses called wero all of the opinion 
that the symptoms exhibited by the 
children after the medicine hail been 
administered were those they would 
expect to find from poisoning by strych- 
niuegwilh the exception of tho fact 
that they were unconscious. They 
would expect a person poisoned by 
strychnine to retain consciousness. 
They also stated that santonine was a 
poisonous drug, and small quantities of 
it had in certain cases resulted fatally, 
anil they all agreed that the symptoms 
exhibited from poisoning by santonine 
were very similar to those from poison- 
ing by strychnine. Great interest was 
taken in tho ease, and the court room 
has been crowded since the opening of 
the trial. The jury after retiring for a 
couple of hours returned with a verdict 
of guilty. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 30. — An uproarous 
meeting of about 1,000 ratepayers as- 
sembled to-night to nominate a mayor. 
Both Hamilton and Logan were nomin- 
ated, and the chairman decided that 
both parties were equally divided. An 
ineffectual attempt was made during the 
day to get both parties to retire in fa- 
vor of a third party. A bitter contest 
13 expected. 

Belleville, Oct. 30.— The wife of 
David Gerow, of Ferry Point, dropped 
dead yesterday morning whilst she was 
milking a cow. 

IiiVEhbAr/E Junction, Oct. 29. — 
Mrs. D. Blair, an aged woman, while 
walking on life C. P. 11 track, was 
struck by an express train and killed. 
Sho lived about one mile from Itiver- 
dalo J unction. 

Toronto, Oct, 31. — The Scott Act 
was submitted to the electors yester- 
day in four counties in the Province of 
Ontario, namely, Bruce, Dufferiu, Hu- 
ron, and Prince Edward, while in 
York county, New Brunswick, a poll 
was taken on the petition for tho repeal 
of the Act. In the first three named of 
the Ontario counties, while the returns 
tire yet not quite complete, sufficient is 
known tdjje'n'suro the success of the 
measure by overwhelming majorities, 
the figures, so far as received, being re- 
spectively: Bruce, 713; Dufferin, 88-1; 
Huron, 1,508, which in each case are 
likely to be increased when the full re- 
turns arc received. In any case, how- 
ever, the victory is assured. In Prince 
Edward tho reverse is tho case, the 
measure being rejected by tho narrow 
majority of 120. 

In York county, New Brunswick, 
while tlio measure has been sustained 
by a working majority, its advocates 
cannot regard the vote with that com- 
plete satisfaction with which they can 
contemplate their glorious victory in 
this province, for while in 1878, 
when the Act was first submitted for 
adoption, it was carried by a majority 
of 1,05 votes, the majority cast yester- 
day in its favor and against- repeal is 
estimated at three hundred. 

White, liberal, was returned for Me- 
gantic by a majority 132. 

Kingston, Oct. 29.— Three boys, 
sons of most respected citizens, have 
been arrested for burglarzing O. Bren- 
drofer's cigar factory: 

Bov. Mr. Spencer clerical secretary 
of the Diocese of Ontario, received this 
morning §100, forwarded by an anony- 
mous donor residing at Tot on to, as a 
thank-offering for' twenty-live years of 
marrifd life. 

Yesterday bread sold hero for 12c. 
the -1 pound loaf and dropped to 10c. 
for residences and 9c. for stores. The 
bakers claim that they are working for 
nothing. 

Hamilton, Oct. 29.— The magistrate 
delivered judgment' to-day in the case 
of Joseph Kendall, who is charged 
with assaulting a fourteen-year-old girl 



named Minnie Harlow. He was found 
guilty and fined §100. Kendall is 72 
years old, and is well-known nnd al- 
ways considered respectable. He was 
at one time an alderman here. 

Halifax, Oct. 2ft — Great excite- 
ment among Church of England peo- 
ple in this Province has been caused by 
a disturbance among the students at 
King's College, Windsor. On Thursday 
day night last the students fastened 
President Dart out of the College by 
taking off the handle of the door com- 
municating between his house and the 
College. They amused themselves the 
rest of the evening by going up and 
down a long corridor in the rear of the 
College, shouting, beating pans, etc., 
and creating a furious uproar. Canon 
Dart was not able to get at them. On 
Friday night, between 11 and 12 
o'clock, a cassoeked efl'egy representing 
the President, with a card bearing the 
words, '•Honest buff go"penned on it, 
was hung by the neck from a tripod on 
the gravel immediately in front of the 
College, saturated with kerosene and 
daubed with tar, and set in a blaze 
amid tho tooting of horns. On Mon- 
day the President, acting on the ad- 
vice of the Bishop, declared the lec- 
tures suspended. The students during 
the last three days have been strolling 
idly round town in knots of two and 
three. Yesterday they were called 
up before the faculty, but nothing was 
done as all refused to give information. 
It is said that tho Bishop will hold an 
investigation to morrow. The origional 
cause of thu ill feeling and, dissatisfac- 
tion is BjtM to bo that the Rev. Canon 
Dart treats them continually with con- 
tempt. They are enraged at a contempt- 
uous allusion to them in a communica- 
tion in tho Halifax Herald of last 
Thursday, which is generally supposed 
by them to have been writton by the 
President. The students also complain 
ofPresiden |Dart's determination tokeep 
Professor Bofourmontin in Iuh position 
inspitu it is reported, of tho wishes of 
the Alumni, and they clamour for the 
dismissal of Messrs Dart, Defourinen- 
tin, and Butler. 



A Marked Voutli. 

Years ago, there lived in the interior 
of New York, the sou of a fanner, who 
also worked at the iraile of a potter. 
The boy was a marked youth, because 
he would do with might whatever he 
undertook. He was leader in the 
ordinary sports of boyhood, and when- 
ever the farmer or the [lottery relaxed 
their hold upon him, ho would be 
found repairing some damaged article, 
or devising a now implement. 

His father was poor; the farm was 
small and could only be enlarged by 
clearing up the primeval forest. The 
boy was anxious to acquire knowledge, 
but his services were so necessary to 
his father that he could not be spared 
to attend tho winter term of the com- 
mon school. 

But the boy was in earnest. With 
the aid of bis brother, one year his 
junior, be chopped and cleared four 
acres of birch and maple woodland, 
ploughed it, planted it with corn, har- 
vested tho crops, and then asked, as 
his compensation, to be allowed to at- 
tend school during tho winter. Of 
course, the father granted his wish. 

When the boy was seventeen, the 
father's pottery business had so in 
creased as to demand a more extensive 
factory. A carpenter was hired to 
build tho new building, and the boy as- 
sistejj^him. 

So familiar did he become with the 
tools and tho trade, that ho determin- 
ed, with tho aid of the younger brother, 
to erect a two story frame dwelling 
house for his father's family. 

The two boys cut the timber from 
the forest, planned the frame structure, 
and then invited the neighbors to as 
sist at the "raising." They came from 
far and near to soe what a lad of 
sevonteen had done. When every mor- 
tise anil tenon was formed to lit its 
place, and the frame was seen to stand 
perfect and secure, the veterans cheer- 
ed the young architect and builder. 
From that day he was in demand as a 
master-carpenter. 

That boy was Ezra Cornell, the 
founder of Cornell Uuiyersitv . 

"Seest thou a man diligent in his 
business'/ he shall stand before obscure 
men." 

The meaning of this old proverb is 
that the man who has done well in 
little things shall be advanced so that 
he shall not waste himself on work to 
which obscure men ase adequate. Ezra 
Cornell illustrated the truth of the 
Oriental saying.

THE REDISTRIBUTION 
BILL. 

Arraufrciiient of Seats Pro- 
posed l>y the "Standard's" 
Draft. 

According to the London Standard's 
version of the proposed Redistribution 
Bill, there will be GliS members of the 
House of Commons, of whom 4C5 are 
allotted to England, which!gains G; .SU 
to Wales, which remains stationary; 
103 to Ireland which also remains 
stationary; and 70 to Scotland, which 
gains 1U. In England all boroughs 
with a population of less than 10,000 
lose their members, as do also 
Crickb.de, East Bedford, New Shore- 
hum, Stroud, Aylesbury, Weulock, 
Macclesfield, and Sandwich, the last 
two on account of their corruption. 
Hereford and Rutland also lose a seat, 
while one member is taken from every 
borough with lu.->.-» iliun 10,000 people. 
The total gain of seats is thus 110, of 
which 06 will be given to tho counties 
of Cheshire (2), Cornwall (2), Devon 
(2). Durham (-1), Essex (2), Gloucester 
(2), Hants (1;, Hertford (1). Kent (2), 
Lancashire (12), Middlesex (5), Mon- 
mouth (1), Nottingham (2), Somerset 
(1), Sussex (2), Wilts (2), tno North 
Riding of York (2), and the West 
Riding of Yoi k (1 1 ). The remainder 
will be given to the great towns, Fins- 
bury having in future G members; 
Lambeth, G; Marylobone, (i; Hackney, 
G; Birmingham, G; Liverpool, G; Man- 
chester, G; Chelsea, 1 ; Leeds, 4; Shef- 
field, '1; Westminster, 3; South wark, 3; 
Greenwich, 3; Bristol, .'!; and Wcdnes- 
bury, 2; while the now boroughs of 
Crovdon, St. Helen's Aston, Barron in- 
ITurness, and Yarmouth will have one 
member each, and West Ham two. In 
the case of the boroughs, as in that of I 
the counties, tho single principle in al- I 
lotting seats has been to give them so 
far as possible in proportion to popula- ' 
f ion, each London borough, for ex- 
ample, obtaing one representative fur 
for every 80,000 people. 

In Wales, Pembroke and lfaverford 
west are to bo united, and Radnor and 
Brecon to be abolished, the three scats 
being given to Glamorganshire (2). In : 
Ireland, Alhlone, Bandon, Carlow, ' 
Clonmel, Coleraine, Dungarvan, Dun- 
gannon, Downpartrick, Ennis, Ennis- ; 
killen, K'li-ale, Millow, New Ross,' 
Portarlington, and Trulea will be dis- I 
franchisee!, while Gal way and Water- | 
ford will lose one member, the eighteen i 
seats being given to Cork, which will j 
have six members; Antrim, Down, 
Mayo and Gal way, which will have 
four; and Donegal, Kerry, Tipperary, 
and Tyrone, which will have three ! 
each. Dublin, though not quite dc- 
serving it by numbers, will have four 
members. In Scotland there will bo! 
no disfranchisement; but South Lanark 
will have have four members, ami Fife 
and Renfrew one additional member 
each, while Glasgow will have six mem- 
bers, Ediuburgli, four, and Aberdeen 
three. 

As regards the method of election 
tho three-cornered system is swept 
away absolutely and everywhere, and 
the general principle adopted will not 
be to treat the great cities and counties 
as entities at all. They will be sub- 
divided into wards or districts, each one 
of which, with certain fow exceptions,, 
Will return two members. The single- 
seat system is not rejected; Berkshire, 
Buckinghamshire, Dorsetshire, and 
some other counties will be divided in- 
to single-scat districts; but it is rpar- 
ir>gly applied, and the approach to 
equality is only roughly and approx- 
imately made. Still, the gross anoma- 
lies, if we leave our London, will be- 
come very few, and a singular little 
step is taken towards equal electoral 
districts, it being suggested that the 
new subdivision or ward should be call- 
ed after the most important place with- 
iu it. Tlio effect of that scheme will bo 
that the apparent connection with the 
county or city will be lost, as it. must 
be if equal electoral districts are over 
adopted. We shall be curious to see 
if that proposal will cause irritation, or 
if the local conviction that everybody 
must know where, say, Kdgbaston is, 
will overpower municipal and county 
pride. it will be observed that the 
plan of grouping boroughs, which finds 
favour with Tories from their hatred of 
urban feeling, is almost entirely dis- 
carded, though no grouped boroughs 
except Radnor and Brecon an; swept 
away. 

fYcw York. 

New York, Nov. 5, — Aside from 
tho Presidental contest almost tho sole 
topic of eoversation is the overwhelm- 
ing defeat of tho Tammany Hall candi- 
date for Mayor. The latest estimate 
gives Grace a majority of 10,000. The 
Mail arid. Express says tho failure to 
elect Grant, upon whose success the 
future of Tammany was staked, was a 
crushing blow, most unexpected after 
the superhuman efforts to elect him. 
Everything was sacrificed, from the 
Presidential ticket to the aldermanic 
in the 20th, 5th, 8th, 4th, 15th, 1 7th, 
18th, and llkli, districts to elect Grant. 
It is a sorry squel to a daring game of 
politics, of which Mr. Grant's noniiiii- 
tion was tho beginning. Frederick S. 
Uibbs, Republican candidate for mayor, 
proved a veritable dummy in tho con- 
test, having been cut right and left by 
Republican voters.

BRITAIN'S NAVY. 

X correspondent of the Tall Mall Gazette, 
bubbling over with indignation at the roeout 
disclosures regardiiig tU"G Jiiiglish navy, 
writes as follows :--"Sir, — In the reign of 
George II. we shot an admiral — as Voltaire- 
said, 'poiir.,enconrAger.,les.nutres.' Suppose 
in the reign of Queen Victoria we bang a 
statesman from the same benevolent motive? 
If the navy of England bo in tho condition 
represented — and I for one believe it is — 
our ministers, whig and tpry, must bo either 
knaves or fools. If fools, dismiss them ! 
If knaves, hang them!" Tho discussion 
which is now going on in the Knglish press 
has resulted in the conclusion that one of 
the most serious wants is a greater number 
of swift, heavily armed cruisers. Tho Brit- 
ish merchant marine, it is pointed out, 
would, in caso of war, ho at tint mercy of 
an enoiny having a number of fast armed 
vessels of tho Alabama class. The heavy 
ironclads arc entirely unsuitable to act as 
convoys for merchant steamships on ac- 
count of their slow rate of speed and their 
enormous consumption of coal. The Es- 
meralda, a steel cruiser recently launched 
at Nett-eastlo-oii-Tync by Sir William Arm- 
strong's firm for the Chilian navy, is not 
only much admired, but is thought to fur- 
nish a model for future additions to the 
British navy. She is believed to be tho 
swiftest sea-going warship alloat. The 
Army ami Navy Magazine describes the Es- 
meralda as— 

A model of all the latest improvements, 
and has been built in little more than two 
years. She is of steel and furnished with 
powerful hydraulic machinery for steering 
and for loading and working her guns, car- 
ries electric search lights, and has splendi 1 
accommodations for the crew. As a result 
of this care and skill "she is unrivalled at 
tho present lime," says tho authority just 
quoted, "as a protected cruiser. Other 
cruisers of later design and larger size may 
surpass her hereafter, but she now stands 
alone among completed war ships. Her 
speed far surpasses that of any ironclad, 
and she could play a game of long bowls 
even with the Brazilian ironclad Kiaehuelo 
or tho English armored cruisers Imperiouso 
and Warspite." The mean speed, in fact, 
attained by her on two continuous runs, 
over a measured distance of nearly eleven 
knots, was 18. '28 knots per hour, when she 
was fully laden, having weights on board to 
represent provisions and ammunition. This 
performance has never been equalled by 
any other fully laden war vessel- -not even 
by the Iris. Yet her engines are not re- 
markably large, and the Esmeralda herself 
is neither a very large nor a specially ex- 
pensive vessel, her dimensions being about 
'270 feet by i'2 feet, with a displacement of 
about a,(!U0 tons. 

It will be seen at a glance how dangerous 
such a vessel must prove in time of war to 
the commerce of an enemy, while the fact 
that her great speed would enable her to 
keep out of the way of more heavily armed 
and armored vessels would render her cap- 
ture almost impossible. More runs, an im- 
proved system of torpedoes, and an addition 
of a considerable number of the swiftest 
steel cruisers seem to bo the naval require- 
ments r.C Cront Ui-itain <ia indicated by the 

discussions so far.

EASTERN" STATES 
New York, Nov. 8«— 5. p. in.— The 
Commercial Advertiser this afternoon 
says: "It seems generally agreed to-day 
by tho law-abiding citizens that tho oflicial 
vots must bo awaited before tho question 
who carriod New York can bo decided. 
There was no disposition on tho part of 
tho republicans to deny tho claims ad- 
vanced by tho democrats. Tho republican 
position was thus simply stated. Tho 
largest vote ever cast in Now Yrrk has 
been polled. It exceeds 1,500,000. Out 
of this immutisu number of ballots de- 
posited in tho thousands of boxes in tho 
sixty counties of the slate it is contended 
that a plurality of loss, than 1,500 votes 
has been given. Mr. Blaine's friends do 
not claim an excess of that figure nor do 
Mr. Cleveland's. Tho question as to who 
received this plurality is thus far unoffi- 
cial. Tho figures have tailed to satisfac- 
torily demonstrate it. Both sides have 
insisted otherwise. Tho great body of 
people will have none of such decisions. 
This is the situation to day, and it i3 one 
that will be maintained until tho question 
is settled in (lie official manner, and to 
that no objection can bo made by any man 
having tho welfare of his country at 
heart. Up to one o'clock to-dny there has 
been no change in tho vote of tho stato as 
reported in tho morning papers. It then 
stood with Cleveland's plurality at 1,100. 

ENGLAND. 

LONDON, Nov. 8.- — The Times says it is 
unlikely that there will bo any serious at- 
tempt to contest tho result 'of the elec- 
tion. Blaine is a man of great gifts, and 
an acconiplishrd speaker, but ho had un- 
happily identified himself with specula- 
tive schemes and molded interests. Cleve- 
land has few brilliant qualities, his public 
career has been brief and modest, but ii ) 
has shown some souse of public duty, and 
wilj faithfully discharge his trust without 
favoring either magnates, or Wall street, 
or demagogues. It is to bo hoped that 
Bayard will accept ollico under Cleveland. 
Bayard is a man of the highest integrity 
and ability, and will nut discredit tho best 
traditions of American diplomacy, The 
democrats must now show that thoy are 
true to the principles of political purity 
and administrative reform. Recent oloc- 
toral conduct, especially on tho republi- 
can sido, has disclosed the existence of 
widespread corruption which has alarmed 
honorable men in all parties. 

London, Nov. 7. — Thomas Shaw, mem- 
ber of parliament from Halifax, who has 
before been mentioned in connection with 
tho postal department, has been appointed 
successor to tho lato Postmaster-General 
Fawcott. 

SECOND DISPATCH. 



The great statesmen who control fhe des- 
tinies of Europe, and whoso every word and 
action is fraught with interest to the world, 
must in time fall victims to the great level- 
ler, death, and a question of the widest in- 
terest is, who aro to take their places? The 
. German Chancellor, Bismarck, is the sub- 
tlest statesman in Europe. He holds in his 
hands the reins of more than one govern- 
ment, and the achievements of his political 
career have been stupendous. It is to Bis- 
marck that the German empire owes its 
greatness, but, in the natural courso of 
things the reins of government must soon 
slip from the hands of the mighty veteran, 
and who is to take them up? The opinion 
is gaining ground in Berlin that the Chan- 
cellor intends bis sou, Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, to succeed to his position. This 
young man's career is surprising every one, 
not excepting his father, for until late years 
ho was not supposed to possess any remark- 
able ability, his only merit consisting, in 
popular opinion, in his being his father's 
son, Four or live years ago he was de- 
scribed as timid and awkward in manner, 
wild, careless and pleasure-loving. Never- 
theless ho was much courted for his father's 
sake. Ho was constantly in Bismarck's 
company, and his admiration for his father 
was unlimited. Suddenly a change came 
over the young man; after a certain wild 
adventure he seemed to turn over a new 
leaf and became a serious, thoughtful, studi- 
ous man. Bismarck himself was the first 
to notice this change, and thenceiorward 
the young man was more in his com- 
pany than ever. Ho has been initiated 
more and moro into state affairs 
and has become his father's confi- 
dant in everything. Count Herbert has 
since worked hard, llo is constantly tra- 
velling about, slaying hero and there, 
conversing with the leading men of dif- 
ferent countries and in every way pre- 
paring himself for the position which 
Booms destined for him. Of late his part 
has been moro clearly marked but. A 
short time ago tho officials of the German 
foreign ollico sent a communication to tho 
chancellor humbly urging him to appoint 
some deputy to share thecmshing burden 
of his official duties. The prince appreci- 
ated tho request and replied that he in- 
tended intrusting his son with part of his 
duties, and it was in accordance with this 
that Count Herbert was appointed to the 
llnt'iio, an important post and :mo in 
which ho will have abundant opportunity 
for observation. Ero long ho will proba- 
bly bo formally installed as vice chancel- 
lor. The rumor that Count Herbert Bis- 
marck was to bo appointed to Iho ambas- 
sadorship to England, was without foun- 
dation. It is said that his father has no 
intention of placing him in any perilous 
position whoru some unlucky turn of 
events might compromise his future.

EGYPT. 

Oil Ito, Nov. 8. — The treaty made by 
Admiral Hewitt on behalf of Kugland 
with King John of Abyssinia is now 
threatened with a collapse. Abyssinia is 
now raiding tliu southern portion of the 
Soudan and burning villages. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna j Nov. S. — Dunujewski, minister 
of finance, has prepared a measure to be 
submitted to tho rcichratli, which, if 
adopted, will result in the resumption of 
cash payments on a gold basis throughout 
Austria and Hungary. The leading bank- 
ers, including tlie Rothschilds, have given 
the measure their indorsement and con- 
currence. A loan of §250,000,000 will be 
raised through tho German-Austrian syn- 
dicate, which will withdraw one-half of 
tho notes now in circulation, and assim- 
ilate the gold* currency thus created to 
German currency. 

CALIFOliisriA. 
San Francisoo. Nov. 8.— The election 
commissioners will meet on Monday 
morning, as required by law, to make ar- 
rangements fer tiie counting of the lato 
vote of tln'3 city. It is not expected that 
there will bo any contests, as all the can- 
didates, except Hopkins and Patterson, 
candidates for sheriff, are satislied with 
the somi-ollicial figures. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Nov. 8 —An evening paper 
says Theopoopile Tutulippo has just re- 
turned from the Canadian l'acilic railway 
construction, above Sudbury May.

Ko long a3 the people of the 
United States have decided to transfer tho 
federal administration to the democratic 
party, wo are glad that tho decision has 
been made in favor of a democrat from 
New York. " 

New York, Nov. 0. — Newspaper cilices 
are still besieged by gaping and shooting 
crowds, eager to devour every bulletin as 
it appearj, and wait for more satisfaction 
from the next. "Republican treachery 
and vengeance," were conspicuous. Other 
such announcements, tending to stir up 
popular ferment, were hung out to the 
public gaze, up to a pretty advanced hour 
in the evening. Tho Tribune and Mail 
and Express issued an edition at ten 
o'clock, showing a republican plurality of 
372, As the returns showing a continued 
plurality for Blaine were being received 
in the Tribune ollico, the bulletin marker 
posted there: "Blaine! Blaine! Jus. G. 
Blaine," and the crowd shouted vocifer- 
ously. 

Tho crowd around the Times was very 
L'reat. Indeed, the Times, Tribune and 
Sun crowds were merged, and it. would be 
c'illicult to tell where one ended or the 
other begun. 

"Blaine! Blaine! Jas. G. Blaine!" was 
quickly met by tin cry, "Ma! Ma! whore's 
my pal ' "Gone to tho White House, 
Eitt, Ha!" Groat cheering followed. The 
Herald and World continued to show- 
large, though considerably reduced, ma 
jorities for Cleveland. 

New. York, Nov. 7. — The Tribune esti- 
mates that Blaine has a plurality in the 
state of 1114. The Times' returns from 
all but. two counties show that Cleveland 
has 1270 plurality. Tho Sun's revised 
figures from 5tj of the 00 counties make 
Cleveland's plurality 1205.

FROM THE NORTH. 

A Budget About tlie Various In- 
dian Troubles. 

Reporicd lEit h Find on a Tribu- 
tary of the SKcena. 



The steamer Barbara Boscowitz arrived 
from the north yesterday at noon with 
passengers and freight. The steamer has 
been absent for nearly threo weeks, tho 
delay being on account of her towing a 
boom of logs into Rivers' Inlet. Tho 
Utter furnished about all tho news that 
hud occurred, but passengers from Met- 
lakahtla give some additional informa- 
tion in reference to tho various troubles 
there. 

The Indians in tho neighborhood of 
Lome Creek have sent a letter to the- gov- 
ernment asking them how fur their claim 
cau be sustained in reference to the lands 
as fishing and hunting grounds, they con- 
tending the lands are set apart as a 
reserve. This letter was adopted at a 
meeting hold at Kitwingach village some 
15 or 20 miles above Lome Creek. The 
people of this village are the most inter- 
ested in the lands adjacent to Lome Creek. 
They request that tin answer be given be- 
fore spring, having purposely refrained 
from interfering with the miners during 
tho past season. Should no answer bu 
given they intend to give tho miners a 
warm reception. 

The murder of Yeomans has brought to 
light an old tribal law of tho Indians in 
the section where the murder took place. 
It is an unwritten law that if au Indian 
meets with an accident or dies while in 
the employment of another, the employer 
must at once report to his relatives the 
cause of the death. Should this be neg- 
lected, the relatives will take it that there 
has been foul play in the matter, and will 
seek revenge. Had Yeomans, who must 
have known of tho existence of this law, 
ticted up to it, the probability ia ho would 
have now been living. A couplo of cases 
where accidents were not reported to tho 
relatives were treated in tho name way 
soino time previous to that of Yeomans, 
in which the government did not interfere, 
his being the first of the kind. Should 
the murderer of Yeomans be executed it 
is anticipated thai it will cause trouble 
among tho tribes, who have hitherto re- 
garded it as in their power to administer 
justice in this way. 

Tho case of the German at Kitkatlah 
is a most unfortunate one, as it has made 
angry feeling among the camp of the In - 
dian who was shot. Although tho Ger- 
man was not responsible for the shooting, 
still ho had been acting with bravado in 
the village by shooting his rille and pistol 
and pointing them at the Indians. Had he 
been lined on this head, perhaps the 
Indians would have been satisfied. As 
it is there is bitter feeling among them. 

A wild and preposterous report that the 
miners at Lome Creek had determined by 
any means In keep Chinamen away 
from the diggings, is circulated on the 
Skoena. Two Chinamen and an Indian 
who wero crossing the river, intending to 
go to the camp, wero reported in the spring 
us having been drew bed, the body of 
one Chinaman and a paddle being nil that 
was found. A report had been spread 
that they had been murdered by a white 
man and a subscription taken by the 
miners to pay him for the act. This was 
believed by the father of the Indian, who 
determined to "nave revenge on some white 
man, and he had threatened to kill one of 
tho missionaries, and stopped Bev.Toni- 
linsoii on his way up the river and asked 
him what he knew about it. This was 
the tirsl the missionary had heard of it, 
and the Indian did not molest him. This 
unfounded report lias also caused consid- 
erable uneasy feeling. 

Some prospectors who havo been up 
the Skeena on lutsini Kaliin river report 
having struck rich diggings on that 
stream, having taken out as much as §5 
to the pan. Many of the miners think 
of going to this place in the spring, and if 
the reports are found to bo true, there 
will likely bo a rush for the point. The 
river empties into the Skeena, but is got 
at from the Nana. 

Residents at Metlakatlah complain that 
no newspapers have been received by them 
for a couple of months, from what cause 
is not known.

Tho world had a narrow escape of never

tho inopportune death of the young lady's 
father. Now, as may be easily imagined, 
a young lady with fj.SO.OOO would be too 
great a prize to have only one suitor, and 
which, indeed was the case, as there was 
a Mr. Stephen Mills who was also a can- 
didate for her baud. The lady indeed had 
no great personal attractions, for in figure 
she was dumpy, and walked laino from 
one leg being shorter than its companion; 
but thou a fortune of £80,000 ' would 
naturally make a suitor blind to such 
trifling defects. At any rate it had that 
otfect upon Mr. Mills. This gentleman, 
who cut Mr. Fawcett out, was a rollick- 
ing, sporting man, and about this time on 
one occasion, while driving in his gig and 
tandem from Winchester races lie came 
in violent collision with the carriage of 
Sir John Pollen.

THE PENITENTIARY MURDER. 

Hot Words Bcttvccn the Rlagis- 
I rates. 

Proceedings in tlie Police Court. 



New Westminstki:, Nov. 7. 
At the opening of the police court: 
Mr. Bole (to Mr. Moresby): — In the ease 
of the Queen against Rotlgers, I wish to 
know why the prisoner is not before the 
court. 

Mr. Moresby — I believe the case is ad- 
journed until i o'eloek. The attorney-gen- 
eral is expected at that hour. 

Mr. Bole — The proceeding is irregular, 
tin Wednesday there was a coroner's in- 
quest, which was a solemn farce, in which 
the coroner was chief actor. The murder 
having taken place outside the city limits 
was the reason why 1 did not act magisteri- 
ally; for, although a J. I', for the province, 
I do nut usually act except to issue warrants 
for arrest in serious cases. Mr. Ferris was 
therefore placed in charge of the case by 
the coroner and the examination was fixed 
for It o'eloek- on Wednesday. But at a 
quarter to 1 on that day Mr. Ferris held a 
meeting in the jail, and at the reqneut of 
Mr. Corbould's clerk, adjourned the case 
until Monday. This news spread through 
tho town and created a sensation. A crowd 
of persons called at the ollice of Mr, Ferris 
ami he saiil that he had adjourned the ease 
tit my request. A citizen wiio was present 
told him he knew that was not a fact, and 
Mr. Ferris invited him and others to the 
com t house, where I was then engaged. He 
agreed at once to hold the enquiry this 
morning. Mr. Warwick and Mr. Moresby 
employed me to act for the Crown, and my 
first step was to inform Mr. Ferris that jus- 
tice required that the examination should 
take place this morning at 11) o'clock, and 
to this he agreed. To my surprise and as- 
tonishment, I learn that (here has been a 
hole and corner meeting in the' jail, and 
that the case has been further adjourned 
the arrival of tho attorney-general's clerk, 
who is expected to arrive this evening. He 
may come, but it looks very like an indefin- 
ite adjournment. My course throughout 
has been to hasten the examination and to 
make sure that justice would not be defeat- 
ed or delayed. Jt was the duty of Mr. Fer- 
ris to be here this morning and to have the 
prisoner ill court. 1 became surety for Mr. 
Ferris' word when the citizens refused to 
take it ami bo has broken it. My object in 
making these remarks is to place my con- 
duet in its true light before my fellow citi- 
zens, as I have been grossly misrepresented. 
If tbi« ease is not tried at the next assizes, 
the less we say in future of British justice 
the better. 

Immediately after tho police court wt>s 
over, Mr. Ferris, J. P., walked into the 
private ollice of Mr. Hole, and said, in 
presence of two witnesses, and in the hear- 
ing of several patties who were in the 
outside ollice : "Tho statement you made 
in court this morning is false, and you tire 
a liar." 

Mr. Bole, in reply: I suppose you mean 
to say, that in your opinion what. 1 said is 
untrue ( 

"No," said Mr. Ferris, "I say you are 
a liar 

This incident is a lilting sequel to the 
conduct of Mr. Ferris for the last, few, 
days, demonstrating clearly Ins utter un- 
fitness to preside in court as a magistrate, 
or to hold the commission of the peace.

Charles Rogers was placed in the dock 
at four o'clock p. in., and tho magistrate 
said 'o him: "You are charged wilh the 
wilful murder of Win. Slurry." 

Thomas Roberts was sworn. 

Magistrate --What is your occupation ? 

Witness— A guard in the penitentiary. 

Magistrate — Whoro were you on the 
lib / 

Witness — Al tho house in Sapperlnn. 
I was in bed al li :30 a', m. 

Mr. Ferris (to the attorney-general's 
deputy)- -Perhaps you would wish to 
question the witness I 

The deputy saiil he would, and directed 
the witness to tell all he knew. 

Witness — Myself and Storry got up at 
(i:30 ami began to dress. Sterry put on 
his p. mis ami boots and walked into the 
hall. In a few minutes I heard a shot in 
the direction of the waah-rootn, and a 
rustling noise 113 if something had fallen. 
He then heard another shot and a yell of 
ageuy- (.The coroner arrived and handed 
in the depositions of the witnesses to the 
attorney's deputy.) On opening the door 
of the room witness saw Rogers standing 
by the wash-room; he turned and said to 
witness twice, "Roberta, mind what you 
say." Prisoner had then a revolver in 
his hand. Ho cocked the pistol and 
pointed it at mo. He looked like a initd- 
nian, and I thought the prisoner intended 
to kill us all. 1 then heard another shot 
and ran away, and whilst running, heard 
another shot. Heard four shots in all. 
In a w hile Hickey and 1 returned to the 
house, and in the wash-room saw Win. 
Sterry lying dead. Prisoner and Sterry 
did not appear to be on good terms. 

A Chinese witness wrote his namo on 
paper; it was burned, and that was the 
oath. No one asked his name. 

Witness — The prisoner is one of the 
men that lived in the house whore tlie 
man \va3 killed. Prisoner was the first of 
the four I saw that morning. He washed 
his face in tho kitchen, and had on him a 
white shirt. 1 saw Sterry in the hall, and 
then went into tho kitchen. I heard two 
pistol shots, and Iliekey asked mo what 
was the matter. I heard two more shots, 
and the sounds caino from the wash-room. 
The only persons in the house that morn- 
ing wero the four guards and myself. 1 
did not sec the prisoner after the shots 
wero fired. 

The attorney's deputy directed the 
magistrate to ask the prisoner if ho 
wished to have the witness cross-ex- 
amined. 

Mr. Corbould, who represented tho 
prisoner, declined to ask any ques- 
tions. 

James MoNamara sworn. — He is tho 
assistant jailor, and was on duty last 
Tuesday morning in tlio jail. The 
prisoner rang the bell at 20 mi nut 03 past 
7 o'clock, or there abouta. Witness 
opened tho door and the prisoner walked 
in; witness asked, "are you a constable?" 
"No; I belong to the penitentiary." He 
handed a pistol to the witnoua ami said, 
"I killed a man at the camp, ami I 
came to givo myself up." When I 
finished my work I searched him and gave 
him a cup of collee. Four chambers of 
the pi3iol wero empty and one loaded. 
Witness would know the pistol, 

Br. McSwain sworn — I. made the post 
mortem examination on Tuesday. The 
body was lying on the floor, the legs ex- 
tended, tho iiead and left shoulder resting 
against the door; tho door was covered with 
blood. The body was still'. Two inches 
and a half be-low tho nipple there was a 
hole; another on the left side, under the 
arm-pit; one in the back. About throe 
inches above wrist, on the left arm, there 
was another wound. On the left cheek 
there was a cut extending to the oar, where 
there was a bullet. Witness gave the- bullet 
to the coroner. 

The magistrate opened an envelope and 
there was a piece of lead. It was identified 
as that found by the witness, Ho described 



tho courses the bullets had taken in passing 
through the body. One went through the 
lung, another through the heart, cutting the 
large arteries, and two more were discovered 
in making the examination. Death was 
caused by tho wound in the heart. The 
bullets were all produced and identified. 

William Moresby sworn: lie saw the 
prisoner in the jail on Tuesday morning. 
Thomas Quilty was present, lb; called the 
prisoner by his name, Badgers. Witness 
stiid to prisoner, "This is an unfortunate 
job." The prisoner answered, "He desorv- 
ed all he got; I hope he died. He slandered 
me and called mo a thief, and people don't 
know what I have stood." Witness cau- 
tioned tlio prisoner then and said, "What 
you say may be used in evidence against 
you. " 

.Magistrate (to prisoner) — Have you any- 
thing to say '? Whatever you say may be 
used against you on the trial. 

Mr. Corbould answered, "No." 

The prisoner was then committed to stand 
his trial at the next assizes, and is charged 
with the wilful murder of Win. Sterry. 

An immense crowd tilled the, court house 
anil the sidevfalk, and the silence was awful 
— not a word was spoken. Everyone seemed 
to be satisfied that this proceeding was like 
justice.

Tho Architecture of South American 
Indians. 



There is considerable variety in tho 
shape and appearance of houses mado 
by South American Indians, oven of the 
same tribe, in this village there were 
throe different designs. First, there 
was tho open-sided shed which appeared 
tc be used in common by tho whole vil- 
lago for cooking purposes; iiiou thero 
wero three rectangular buildings with 
roofs sloping nearly to tho ground and 
sides mado of split palm leaves woven 
in and out between small poles, which 
wero occupied by tho larger portion of 
the villagers; and hist of all was a 
largo, round affair wilh aconhial roof 
of palm thatch, and with plaited sides, 
which was occupied for sleeping pur- 
poses, but, singularly enough, solely 
by tho inon. These last four houses 
wero provided with narrow entrances, 
but were unlighted in any other way. 
Their lloors were of Mother Earth, 
trampled hard by many naked feet, and 
their roofs iusido were shiny black 
from tho soot and smoke which had ac- 
cumulated there. Strung wherever 
space could bo found wero tho small 
cotton hummocks of tho Indians, an 1 
beneath each during the night burned 
a little liro to warm the naked body of 
the sleeper. In the rafters overhead, 
stretched from polo to pole, were tho 
long, straight bows and shiny yellow 
arrows of tho warriors, and may be 
among the lot tho deadly blow pipe, or 
hanging from a peg tho paddle-shaped 
war club used by these people. Vari- 
ous earthenware utensils lay around, 
and the ingenious basket-work mata- 
pie, or cassava strainer, was never ab- 
sent. — British Guinea Correspondence 
Chicago Tribune.

Yesterday I drove to St. Innoconts 
to sec tho Angora rabbits, whose fur 
furnishes a soft and spinnable wool, 
out of which tho peasants make a 
quantity of warm garments. It was 
curious to see the peasant girl tako tho 
rabbit fur in her lingers, and then ad- 
ding it to her thread, go on spinning 
tho coarse yarn out of it on a long 
spinning wheel. We then went in to 
see tho rabbits; pretty creatures with 
largo opal eyes and very long fur, ex- 
ceedingly soft. They tiro "plucked" 
alive, and the process is said not to 
hurt them. Indeed, they aro so Huffy 
that perhaps it is a relief. Some wero 
black, others white, and others gray. 
I noticed no other colors. This fur is 
not only spun, but is crocheted and 
knitted into a course canvas. Tho 
finished goods tiro very expensive, and 
I did not think them equal to woolen 
articles of corresponding grades. 
They aro curious, and all visitors to 
Aix feel bound to carry away somo lit- 
tle specimen or other of this rather 
anomalous rabbit work.— Cor. Boston
